This time 
he overwhelmed Adams and he remained 
Chief Executive for eight years, the 
greatest President between Jefferson and 
Lincoln, Even then some people insisted 
that he must be ignorant because he 
hadn't been to school. ‘‘All he reads is the 
newspapers,” they said.

New York, Dec. 22— (CP) —Re- 
ports from Europe Monday night 
indicated that the weekend confer- 
ences of Axis leaders worked out 
elaborate plans for a new army to 
defend Italy, plus 2 four-point de- 
mand on France involving military 


co-operation. 

The meeting was presumably held 
at Berchtesgaden. It was attended 
by Hitler, Count Galeazzo Ciano, 
the Itallan Foreign Minister and 
other German and Italian military 
leaders, and Pierre Laval, Chief of 
the Vichy Government. 

Hitler was said to have asked La- 
yal to put France formally into the 
Axis, raise a pew army through 
compulsory military service, join 
the war and return the Petain-La- 
val government to Paris. 

Ttaly was sald to have dropped 
her claims to Savoy in Southern 
France but to have reiterated a de- 
mand for Tunls and Corsica. Laval 
was said to have replied that the 
French people would never accept 
a peace treaty or alliance under 
those conditions. 

Italy as Base 

It was reported that the proposed 
new army, of Italians as well as 
Germans, would have Italy as its 
main defence base but would be 
equipped for a swift swing into the 
Balkans should the Allies strike in 
that direction.
